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1„ pel's are approximately 300 oil wells at Kucove scattered over an area of 
■V °i‘ 5 kilometers (sic). The wells are between £300 and 900 meters in 
depth.. About 1,000 workers are employed at the field. 

2, the crude oil is pumped from the wells by electrically-operated pumps and 
stared in drums measuring about 1.5 motors in diameter and 2 meters in 
height. These drums are then taken to the eight or ten refineries lo- 
cated in the center and at the northwestern edge of the oil field. The 
refineries produce kerosene, gasoline and naphtha. 

3 . Fhe products of the refineries are piped to 8 or 10 tanks which measure 

3 meters in diameter and about 5 meters in height. The steel exterior of 
che tanks is continually sprinkled with water to prevent fire. The re- 
finery product is then transferred to barrels and loaded on trucks. In- 
formant did not know where the barrels were taken.
